Export Commerce 
To Enter New Era 
At an Early Date

LOUISVILLE, Ky., April 15.— Dis­ 
tribution of export commerce from 
the Middle West is about to enter 
a new era. bringing two-fold bene­ 
fits to shippers, according to Louis­ 
ville railroad interests.

It’s Hard Job To 
Educate the Public 
To Cheaper Meats 


“They’d buy 
porterhouse 
steak 
and pork chops if they had to pay 
a dollar a pound for them.” 
In this wray an Ada butcher dis­ 
posed of “Save 
Money 
on Meat” 
wreek w'hen asked for an expression 
on the campaign started by the fair 
price committee to cut living costs. 
“W hat’s the use of trying to ed­ 
ucate the public?” he asked. “If I’d 
try to get some of my customers 
to buy chuck roast or some other 
good fore-quarter cut that would 
cost less than half of~the hindquar­ 
ter cuts, they’d laugh at me— or 
worse still, they’d think I was try­ 
ing to put something over on them 
and they’d find another market. 
I used to try to get the public 
to take the fore-quarter cuts, but 
after a few' rebuffs and similar ex­ 
periences I gave 
it up. 
They’re 
bound to have porterhouse, chops, 
tenderloin and other nice sounding 
pieces, so what's the use of trying 
to sell them roasts or broiling meat. 
Grind Up Fore-Quarters. 
“I know the fore-quarter cuts are 
actually better 
meat, 
but 
here’s 
what becomes of most of the front 
part of an animal,” he said, as he 
pointed to a meat grinder. “We have 
to grind it up and sell it for chili 
and sausage. 
“When wre buy a whole beef, we 
pay about 20 cents a pound for it. 
If we take only the hind quarters, 
we pay 30 cents, as the packers find 
it hard to get rid of other front 
part. 
So we buy the w'hole carcas­ 
es, sell the fore-quarter cuts for 
what we can get— usually about 15 
or 20 cents and try to make enough 
on the rest of the beef to pay ex­ 
penses. 
That’s wrhy we have to 
charge from 35 to 60 cents for the 
‘choice’ cuts of meat. 
They have 
to pay the freight.’ ” 
Bntcheni Co-operating. 
But although butchers fear to try 
to educate the people directly in 
buying the cheaper cuts of meat, 
they are co-operating in other ways 
to make the “Save Money on Meat” 
week a success. 
Large posters pic­ 
turing the various parts of the car­ 
cass from which are taken the var­ 
ious cut are exhibited at the re­ 
quest of the fair price committee, 
while other smaller posters urge 
the importance of using the fore­ 
quarter cuts if meat prices are to 
be brought down. 
The natural extravagance of the 
people and their desire to buy meats 
that require little cooking and at­ 
tention are factors working against 
the attemps to use all parts of the 
animal, it is said.
